Some of thefe Entries are alfo very remarkable, and 
may ferve to convince the People of what. has been faid 
in th MERCATOR of the great Quantity of 
Goods fent into France under general Heads of other 
Countries, as of Flanders, the Straights, Holland, and 
the like.

This Letter is too Significant not to deferve a Place in 
this Paper: As to the Particularsot Goods, the WE R- 
CATOR does not Vouch them any other than as by 
a Letter; no queftion bur the Author underftood what 
he wrote: Bur this the MERCATOR affirms, (viz.) 
That it is very rational to believe the Quantities of 
Goods are as great, and in fome Particulars greater than 
here exprefs'd. We have yet more of thefe Letters to 
this purpofe, but this Paper admits them not, tor want 
of room. }
